Mr .Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1968,  drawn  up  in  accordance 
with  the  instructions  of  the  new  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security  which 
took  office  in  November. 

Changes  also  took  place  during  the  year  in  the  public  health  services  of  the  City, 
in  that  the  Area  Health  Department,  with  the  help  of  the  County  Health  Department, 
moved  in  mid-September  to  more  suitable  premises  at  the  above  address  which  have 
also  proved  more  central  for  access  from  the  six  constituent  authorities  of  Area  ,rCM. 

The  health  statistics  show  a  healthy  birth  rate,  falling  death  rate,  and  markedly 
decreased  infant  mortality.  The  Public  Health  (infective  Jaundice)  Regulations 
1968  came  into  operation  on  15th  June  1968,  and  the  Public  Health  (infectious 
■Diseases)  Regulations  1968,  in  which  certain  infectious  diseases  were  deleted  from 
the  list  of  those  to  be  notified  and  some  were  added,  took  effect  on  1st  October, 
but  they  had  little  impact  on  the  numbers  of  cases  notified  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  regular  visits  of  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  were  suddenly 
terminated  in  the  autumn,  but  negotiations  were  opened  up  with  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board  for  at  least  a  partial  resumption  of  the  service  for  the  benefit  of  those 
members  of  the  public  who  wish  a  regular  check-up  without  going  through  their 
doctor’s  surgeries. 

Progress  on  the  environmental  side  has  been  maintained  on  the  lines  detailed  by  the 
Public  Health  Inspector  in  his  excellent  Report,  on  which  he  is  to  be  congratulated 
and  also  on  his  appointment  since  August  1968  to  the  combined  post  of  City  Engineer, 
Surveyor  and  Public  Health  Inspector. 

I  am  once  again  indebted  to  the  Town  Clerk,  other  officers  of  the  Council,  members 
of  the  General  Purposes  Committee,  and  colleagues  in  the  City  for  their  continued 
co-operation.

(in  general,  the  figures  are  too  small  for  much  significance  to  be  attached 
to  them) 

Population 

An  increase  of  90  over  the  mid-year  population  for  1967  wa^  forecast  by 
the  Registrar  General.  Deaths  exceeded  births  by  13* 

Births 


Live  Births  totalled  5  less  than  in  the  previous  year  but  with  the 
correction  made  by  an  increased  Area  Comparability  Factor  to  allow  for  the 
age  structure  of  the  City,  an  increased  Corrected  Birth  Rate  is  arrived  at 
which  is  noticeably  better  than  that  of  the  County  as  a  whole  or  England 
and  Wales.  Illegitimate  births  fell  by  1. 

Still  Births  totalled  1  only,  as  in  the  previous  2  years,  giving  a  Still 
Birth  Rate  much  less  than  the  County  and  National  rates. 

Deaths 


All  Ages  increased  by  6  compared  with  1967  "but  with  a  lowered  Area  Deaths 
Comparability  Factor  the  resultant  Corrected  Death  Rate  is  markedly  lower 
than  the  National  or  County  rates. 

Infant  Deaths  totalled  only  1  this  year  giving  Infant  Mortality,  Neo-natal 
Mortality,  Early  Neo-natal  Mortality  and  Perinatal  Mortality  rates  significantly 
less  than  those  of  Somerset  or  England  &  Wales. 

Maternal  Mortality  -  it  is  a  pleasure  to  record  that  there  was  none  again 
this  year. 


CAUSES  OF  DEATH 


Cardio  and  Cerebro-Vascular  Diseases  with  75  deaths,  showed  an  increase  of 
7  over  the  previous  year.  Ischaemic  and  other  Heart  Diseases  caused  39  deaths 
and  Cerebrovascular  Diseases  followed  with  30. 

Cancer  accounted  for  23  deaths,  1  less  than  in  19^7*  As  regards  site, 

Lung  cancer  caused  7  of  these,  followed  by  Stomach  with  4  and  Breast  with  2, 
whereas  a  further  10  came  from  various  unspecified  sites. 

Respiratory  Diseases  with  14  deaths,  rose  by  5  over  the  previous  year. 
Bronchitis  and  Emphysema  accounted  for  7  deaths.  Pneumonia  for  5  and  Asthma 
for  2. 

Accidents  -  it  will  be  seen  that  there  was  one  death  caused  through  an 
accident,  and  this  involved  a  motor  vehicle.

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REPORT  OP  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 


To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  &  Councillors, 
Mr .Mayor,  Ladies  &  Gentlemen, 


I  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  1968. 

The  year  has  produced  no  major  legislation  effecting  the  work  of 
the  department. 

The  general  standard  of  environmental  conditions  in  the  City  is  considered 
to  be  satisfactory,  and  the  statistical  record  of  the  report  does  not  show 
any  particular  item  this  year  to  excite  comment.  There  has,  howeveri,  been 
a  serious  attempt  to  improve  the  standard  of  many  old  houses  in  the  centre 
of  the  town,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  closure  powers  within  the 
Housing  Acts  are  now  being  used  by  the  Committee  when  the  occasion  arises, 
and  this  action  has  proved  most  effective. 

Standards  in  food  premises  in  the  town  remain  consistently  high  with  few 
exceptions.  Nevertheless  the  regular  inspections  which  are  made  help  to 
remind  the  proprietors  of  their  responsibilities  under  the  Acts. 

Until  1st  August  I960  the  office  of  Public  Health  Inspector  was  combined 
with  that  of  Building  Inspector.  Since  that  datethero  has  been  a  combined 
office  of  Surveyor,  Engineer  and  Public  Health  Inspector.  This  was 
successful  in  its  operation  although  it  was  necessary  at  first  to  concentrate 
on  certain  outstanding  works  which  were  requiring  immediate  attention  in  the 
Surveying  and  Engineering  department.  The  result  of  this  merger  will  be 
more  accurately  assessed  during  the  coming  year. 

Once  again  I  would  like  to  express  my  gratitude  to  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  both  the  General  Purposes  and  Housing  Committees,  and  also  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  continued  support  at  all  times.

The  Bristol  Waterworks  Company  are  the  undertakers  for  the  whole  of 
the  public  supply  to  the  City.

Consumption  figures  of  water  for  the  City  are  not  now  available  from 
the  Bristol  Waterworks  Company,  but  a  sufficient  quantity  of  water 
was  available  throughout  the  year  for  all  purposes. 

Sources 


The  main  sources  of  supply  of  the  City  water  is  from  the  Holes  Ash 
Spring  and  Rookham  and  Vigo  boreholes  situated  on  the  southern  slopes 
of  the  Mendip  Hills  above  the  town,  and  from  two  boreholes  situated 
on  the  Athletic  Ground  in  the  town.  In  addition  a  supplementary 
supply  is  provided  by  pipeline  from  outside  sources.

(b)  Private  Tudway  Estates  have  a  private  water  supply 

which  is  piped  to  a  small  number  of  houses 
in  the  City  and  supplies  the  Cathedral  Grammar 
School.  This  supply,  derived  from  a  spring  on 
the  Mendip  Hills,  is  fed  to  a  reservoir  at 
Walcombe  and  thence  for  distribution.  The 
supply  is  subject  to  occasional  contamination 
and  regular  routine  checks  are  made. 

Boreholes  there  are  also  3  private  borehole 
supplies,  and  the  water  supplied  by  these  is 
used  for  industrial  purposes.

Piped  Supplies 


Most  of  the  houses  in  the  City  have  an  internal  piped  supply. 

There  are  still  a  number  of  houses,  estimated  at  60  which  obtain 
their  supplies  from  taps  situated  externally  and  usually  at  the 
rear  of  the  premises.  In  many  cases  this  supply  point  is  shared 

by  two  or  more  houses.  Many  of  these  houses  are  in  the  Council’s 
Slum  Clearance  programme,  but  there  are  many  others  which  have  no 
supply  other  than  externally.  The  number  is  slowly  decreasing,  due 
to  improvement  grants  to  houses  and  to  the  public  demand  for  higher 
standards.

PUBLIC  SWIMMING  BATHS 


Samples  of  water  are  taken  at  regular  intervals  from  the  open  air  Public 
Swimming  Baths  at  Princes  Road  during  the  summer  season.  The  samples  are 
taken  from  the  inlet  or  shallow  end  and  from  the  outlet  or  deep  end. 
Samples  are  also  taken  from  the  childrens1  Paddling  Pool. 

JUater  for  the  baths  is  taken  from  the  mains  supply  and  passes  through  a 
continuous  pressure  sand  filter  and  is  chlorinated.  The  turnover  of  the 
water  in  the  baths  takes  place  every  four  hours. 

The  daily  average  number  of  bathers  during  the  season  was  l8l.

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SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


Methods  of  Disposal 

Almost  all  the  houses  and  premises  in  the  City  are  served  hy  main  sewer, 
the  outfall  "being  at  Burcott,  where  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  are  situated. 

There  are  approximately  40  houses  using  septic  tank  and  soakaway  systems  or 
the  conservancy  system.  Usually  this  is  because  they  are  not  served  by  a 
sewer  within  a  reasonable  distance,  or  because  adjacent  sewers  are  not  at 
suitable  depths.  They  are,  for  the  most  part,  isolated  from  the  main  urban 
area  of  the  town,  generally  being  situated  at  the  boundaries  of  the  district. 
They  do  not  create  a  nuisance,  but,  due  to  the  clayey  nature  of  the  subsoil 
I  Df  the  district,  there  is  a  tendency  for  ponding  to  take  place  on  the 
soakaway  area,  especially  during  periods  of  heavy  rainfall  and  in  the  winter 
vhen  loss  from  evaporation  is  at  a  minimum.

OVERCROWDING 

No  cases  of  statutory  overcrowding  occurred  in  1968,  and,  in  general,  the 
overcrowding  position  in  the  City  is  not  serious.  Occasional  cases  occur 
which  are  not  a  contravention  of  the  Housing  Act,  hut  nevertheless  are  a 
cause  for  concern.  Such  cases  are  the  subject  of  a  special  report  to  the 
Housing  Committee,  who,  if  necessary,  provide  accommodation  to  relievo 
the  situation. 
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IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS 


The  Council  have  always  operated  the  two  types  of  grants  available  for 
modernisation  of  older  houses  and  for  conversions  usually  for  the  larger 
type  of  house  into  smaller  units.  There  is  a  constant  and  steady  demand 
for  the  grants  and  this  year  has  shown  no  exception. 

The  grant  system  is  now  well  established  and  most  people  contemplating 
modernisation  take  advantage  of  it.  Owners  of  older  property  are  always 
strongly  advised  to  take  advantage  of  grants  where  applicable. 

There  has  been  no  occasion  for  the  declaration  of  an  Improvement  Area  in 
the  City,  nor  for  using  the  powers  of  compulsory  improvement  which  would 
result  from  such  a  declaration.  However,  because  of  the  necessity  for 
preservation  of  much  of  the  older  houses  in  the  City,  consideration  by  the 
Council  of  using  their  powers  towards  at  least  one  Improvement  Area  should 
nov/  be  given  some  thought.

HOUSES  IN  MULTIPLE  OCCUPATION 

The  legislation  controlling  houses  in  multiple  occupation  is  by  the  Housing 
(Management  of  Houses  in  Multiple  Occupation)  Regulations  1962. 

The  type  of  house  in  which  this  problem  may  arise  is  the  larger  Victorian  dwelling 
now  too  big  for  the  use  of  one  family,  and  consequently  let  off  into  units. 

Such  lettings  can  commend  high  rents  often  unjustified  by  the  amenities  available. 

Fortunately,  there  are  not  many  such  houses  in  the  City,  and  consequently  the 
problem  is  not  likely  to  be  great.  Nevertheless  there  are  a  number  of  houses 
which  fall  into  the  category.  Two  such  houses  were  visited  during  1968  and 
found  to  be  wanting  in  amenities.

Phe  Building  Regulations  1965  ensure  that  domestic  appliances  installed  in  new 
buildings  are  capable  of  burning  smokeless  fuels.  Thera  is  no  statutory  obligation 
to  use  such  fuels,  until  a  smoke  control  area  is  created. 

Cn  consequence  84  new  fireplaces  in  the  area  were  installed  with  such  appliances. 

Phe  danger  of  air  pollution  by  smoke  is  not  an  ever  present  problem,  as  in  industrial 
areas,  nevertheless  this  action  ensures  that  as  the  town  develops  the  emission  of 
smoke  from  houses  will  not  produce  a  smoke  laden  atmosphere. 
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Diseases  of  Animals  Waste  Foods  Order  1957 

The  County  Council's  functions  under  this  Order  are  delegated  to 
this  Council. 

There  is  one  boiling  plant  and  premises  dealing  with  waste  foods  in 
the  district  and  this  was  inspected  on  two  occasions  during  the  year 
to  ensure  that  compliance  with  the  Order  was  being;  observed.  In  both 
cases  the  premises  were  in  a  satisfactory  condition  and  were  reported 
upon  as  such  to  the  County  Council.
